are financed with the assistance! 
of loans from the Federal goy- 
ernment. 

When the projects are built 
the units are rented to low in- 
come families at rents scaled 
down to what the individual; 
family can pay. Since the rental 
revenue from the project is not 
enough to cover the cost of ope- 
rating and maintaining the pro- 
ject a deficit results. The Fed- 
eral government makes up this 
deficit with a subsidy paid each 
year. This Federal payment is 
known as the annual contribu- 
tion. The local governments also 
contribute toward achieving low 
rent by exempting the project 
from all taxation. At the end of 
28 or 30 years the entire project 
becomes the property of the city 
in fee simple. 

Mayor Mullins said it was 
shown that in practically every 
city, large and small, there are 
sub-standard dwellings, over- 
crowded dwellings and blighted 
or deteriorated areas which are 
a major civic liability, unsound | 
both economically and socially. 
From 50 to 60 per cent of every 
tax dollar collected in a blighted 


larea is expended for social wel- 


fare, health, fire and police pro- 
tection. The housing act of 1949 
recognizes this as a national 
problem as well as a local one. | 
Mayor Mullins said there was 
much interest and enthusiasm 
shown at the Montgomery meet-| 
ing and many of the mayors ex- 
pressed their intention of mak- 
ing plans to take advantage of 
the opportunities offered.

E. B. (Uncle Lige) Knight, 
first got a look at this world on 
February 22, 1862.
